Sugar Harvest 1 
Started In Glades 
To Set New Record 


Mechanical Harvesters Are 
Put Into Action 
This Fall- 


From the „heart of. America’s 
sugar bowl this year will go the 
largest harvest of sugar ever pro- 
duced on the shores of Lake Okeo- 
chobee. Production is expected to 
reach a record-breaking figure of 
more than 100,000 tons -of raw 
sugar before cane cutting comes 
to an'end next spring. 

it is.expécted that the cane 
cutting season will continue well 
into the month of May, lasting 
nearly à month longer than the 
1941-42 harvest, “On Tuesday of 
this week the huge mill at Clewis- 
ton started grinding the new crop. 
It is planned to operate the mill 
on a 24 hour basis until comple- 
tlon of the harvest season. 

Grinding operations at the sugar 
house have increased steadily for 
the past five seasons, jumping 
from 5,000 tons of cane per day to 
as much às 7048, a record set 
during last season, when 288 car- 
loads of cane were groundein a 
singls 24;hour period. ` 

"As ig the case with all busi- 
nesses today, we ate expecting our 
share of problema incident, to 
maintaining tHe required amount 
of labor for field work throughout 
the harvest period,” Jay W. Mo- 
ran, executive vice-presideht of the 
corporation said this week. 

Regarding the use of mechani; 
cal harvesters this season Mr. Mo- 
ran sald, "For the first time in 
many years it is necessary that 
the corporation put back into op- 
eration’. mechanical harvesting 
equipment. Six of these units 
have sbeen reconditioned and will 
start the harvest Monday. While 
this, will serve to some extent as a 
measure. of relief in the'tight la-
